tion 
of fifty 
years, unless 
revoked J 
sooner by the secretary of agriculture, j 
and the charge will ta* based upon the 
net horse power capacity of the plant, 
beginning with a charge of IO cents 
per horsepower during the first year 
and rising gradually IO cents per year 
to $1 per horsepower in the tenth year, 
which charge will continue thereafter. 
Computed for the fifty-year period 
the charge under the new permit is 
about 30 j)cr cent less than under the 
old form. 
Provision is made for a re­ 
adjustment every ten years of the fac­ 
tors upon 
which the estimated ca­ 
pacity of the plant is computed. 
It Is believed the new regulations 
will encourage extensive water power 
development in the national forests un­ 
der provisions which will protect fully 
the interests of the people.

The w ar­ 
ship’s officers and men saw the man 
a t th** steam er’s wheel doing all In* 
knew to keep her off. but she flatly 
refused to answer her helm and went 
crashing into the Pique, smashing her 
boats aud davits. 
After clearing lier she went for the 
Mutiue. but luckily did not strike lier 
full. 
However, sin* carried the Mu- 
tine’s bowsprit clear away. 
Not yet 
satisfied, she made a rush at the Ro­ 
sario, but by superhuman efforts on 
both ships the mad steam er was pre­ 
vented from doing more than graze 
the third warship. 
Something of the same kind was 
seen in the Thames a few years ago 
when the British steamship Poplar, 
turning to enter her dock, was struck 
and cut down to the w ater line by tin* 
French 
vessel 
Cordilleras. 
She 
at 
once began to till, and the captain or­ 
dered full speed ahead for the purpose 
of beaching her. 
Instead of making for the beach the 
Poplar made a sudden rush in a great 
circle out into the river, smashing into 
everything she came across. 
Then, as

THE SPITBALL. 


It Takes G reat Strength and Speed to 
Pitch It Properly. 
Describing the spitball in baseball 
and the way it is pitched. Hugh S 
Fullerton in the American Magazine 
says: 
“There cam e into baseball in BWX! a 
ball which came near revolutionizing 
the game and brought a new era of 
pitching, made great pitchers out of 
‘has-beens’ and poor hitters out of once j 
mighty sluggers. 
“The ball is pitched with two, some- j 
times with three, fingers held on one j 
side of the ball and with the thumb or 1 
tip of the thumb and nail being grip- | 
ped hard against the seam at the ! 
opposite side of the sphere. The top of 
the ball is made slippery at the point j 
of contact with the fingers, so that the ' 
sphere slides off the fingers with the i 
minimum of friction, while Hie thumb. I 
pressed hard against the seam, gives j 
the maximum of friction, the result j 
being that the ball. leaving the hand. | 
takes heavy ‘English’ from the thumb j 
and starts revolving rapidly in the di- 
rection opposite to that in which St 
naturally would rotate. 
Therefore it i 
whirls rapidly for a short distance un- j 
til the natural but suspended motion 
of the ball overcomes the false ‘Eng­ 
lish’ applied by tho thumb and a con J 
test between the natural and unnatural 
forces ensues.

ing unnaturally and floats and wabbles 
until the natural twist overcomes tho I 
false one, and then the ball darts just j 
as it would have done if it had been I 
curvet! naturally, shooting in th** direr i 
Hon iii which tin* heaviest friction was 
applied.
